Principal Arguments and Other Matters 

Inventor's representative explained as follows: The invention as in claim 16 (the 
only remaining independent claim) includes a _/linking Mield, recited as the 
^transaction identification string/_. The linking function is illustrated in a table in the 
remarks provided with the amendment accompanying the RCE. The linking field 
enables relating/ linking records in an archiver database having a machine fingerprint 
with records in merchant databases of one or more merchants where transaction 
records are stored. Thus, machine fingerprints are related to transactions with many 
different merchants made using the same computer, but none of the different 
merchants ever see the transactions of the other merchants. So the invention allows 
analysis for fraud taking into account transactions with many different merchants, while 
maintaining the privacy of the transactions of the different merchants. 

The '601 application (and also its CIP, David) in relevant part, teach only the use 
of a machine fingerprint for authentication, and so does not teach or suggest the 
invention.
